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Well, here it is Christmas week and 
the end of the year will soon be here. 
I am enclosing my reports. We show 
the highest tithes as reported by our 
clerk since my coming into this ter- 
ritory. This is partly because the 
North Portal church has come under 
our jurisdiction. 

We feel that we have had a fine 
beginning of school here in Moose 
Jaw. The students are doing nicely. 
Two came unsaved but gave their 
hearts to the Lord in our first Sunday 
night meeting. Brother McLuhan and 
Brother and Sister Savchenko are 
helping us with the work. 

We have purchased a house here in 
Moose Jaw. It is quite a ways from 
the school but is the best we could do 
at the time. I have made arrange- 
ments so that I can now stay with my 
family and car and household goods in 
Canada indefinitely. This will 
eliminate that worry as to whether or 
not we shall outwear our welcome here 
in Canada with the immigration 
authorities. It isn’t necessary now for 
us to have periodic permits—wWilliam 
Pospisil, overseer of West Canada. 

Here are a few words to give you 
a check of the high lights of some 
things that are going on here in the 
State. 

The first Sunday in December we 
raised $2,100 in Macon to pay on their 
obligations. They have only sixty- 
four members. The third Sunday in 
December we raised $1,063 at Buford. 
They are beginning a new brick 
church the first of the year. We have 
a solid brick church just about com- 
pleted in Bremen, Georgia. This is one 
of our new churches organized last 
year. We have another solid brick 
church going up in Bainbridge now. 
Columbia has bought a nice lot in one 
of the best sections of the city, 
at a price of $840. They raised it all 
in one day. They also have a daily 
broadcast and are planning to begin 
a brick building soon. The Odum 
church has bought a new parsonage 
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ductions now forecast by OPA. 


know it.—Managing Editor. 
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During 1942 the Publishing House processed 158 tons of book paper, which 
amount was reduced ten per cent by OPA during 1943, plus an extra five per cent 
during the last quarter of the year, leaving us only 140 tons which we could lawfully 
, process. The increase of the Lighted Pathway from 40,000 copies to 60,000 copies 
each issue, and an increase of the Evangel from about 20,000 copies weekly to an 
average of 27,500 copies each issue, plus additional increase in Sunday School litera- 
ture, called for an increase of above thirty tons of paper to maintain these publica- 
tions. The reduction effected by OPA of eighteen tons added to the above required 
amount, necessitated an increase of forty-eight or more tons of paper for the year 
1943. First: To meet these requirements we reduced the Lighted Pathway to twenty 
pages, which effected a saving of about twenty-nine tons annually. We were forced to 
do this or to reduce the number of its publications to not more than 30,000 of each 
issue of the 36-page editions. We would have also been forced to cut the Evangel to 
about 18,000 of each weekly issue. Second: We adopted the use of 40-pound basic 
weight paper instead of the former 45-pound basic weight. This change resulted in ‘ 
a saving of about sixteen tons annually by means of a stretch-out in tonnage. Third: 
We changed to a sheet size of 22x34 instead of 24x36, which also resulted in an 
economic saving of about nineteen tons of paper. These changes resulted in a total 
saving of about sixty-four tons of paper annually. After deduction of the forty- ‘ 
eight tons required, we will have a margin of sixteen tons left to meet further re- 





The 22x34 sheet size now used in the Evangel and Sunday School literature { 
caused a slight reduction of print, however less than one page in the Evangel or 
Lighted Pathway, which will soon be published on this sheet size. The reductions in 
> each item was largely a trimming of margins. As early as possible these publications 
will all be printed in the larger forms as before the reduction. The Teachers’ Quarter- 
$ ly, in all future issues, will be maintained at about eighty pages. Pulp mills are 
now supplying about sixty per cent to paper mills in the United States. This means 
that they can later supply only 60 per cent of previous paper. England is said to be 
getting along on 37 per cent of prewar requirements, while her supply is cut off 
from Finland. Her present supply is said to be made from grass shipped from North 
Africa in glass bottles. We appreciate your patience in these times of misfortune. 
This is war. We need and ask for your prayers. Probably we are happy and do not 
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recently, and the Riverside church 
is about wrapped with the best of 
face brick, and when it is finished in- 
side, you will hardly know the old 
building. Grant Park, our new church 
here in Atlanta, has just purchased 
a building, which cost $17,800 to build 
in normal times, for $5,000; and last 
week they raised more than $1,200 on 
it. Brother Phillips preached for them. 
Brother Phillips also conducted a 
week’s meeting on the South Side and 
helped them raise the last of their 
$3,000 remodeling fund. Tifton church 
is finishing one of the nicest little 
frame churches in South Georgia. 
We have the brick on the ground to 
begin a new church in Cornelia. This 
is one of our new churches organized 
last year. Hogansville has the brick on 
the ground to brick veneer their 
parsonage. 


Today, December 20, we finished 
our $12,300 state budget. Incidentally, 
this same day in the year we finished 
raising our $1 per member last year.

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INTRODUCTION: The call to the 
PS nn is the greatest call to man- 
kind. It is written, “How beautiful are 
the feet of them that preach the gos- 
pel of peace and bring glad tidings of 
good things,” Rom. 10:15. The work of 
the ministry is a broad phase of the 
will of God to man. It is His will that 
all men everywhere hear the message 
of His Son. In order for them to hear 
the gospel, He has selected men of a 
strong heart and unwavering faith to 
preach it. To perform the job of a 
preacher of the gospel of Christ it 
takes more than a weakling or un- 
stable person. A man that will adhere 
to the simple truth and preach it as 
it is written with power and demon- 
stration of the Spirit, that the people 
may have a knowledge of the Word of 
God rather than the knowledge of the 
minister, is a chosen gospel bearer. 


RANKS OF THE MINISTRY 


The Bible sets forth three ranks of 
the ministry: 1. The evangelist, for 
the work of the ministry. 2. The pas- 
tor, for the edifying of the body 
(Church) of Christ. 3. The teacher, 
for the perfection of the saints. This 
ministry is to continue until the body 
is come into the unity of the faith, 
unto the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man. Each rank has its 
duty and place to fill. The evangelist 
is for the work of the ministry, evan- 
gelistic work. All ministerial duty is 
work, but a pleasant activity to those 
who have the anointing. But all have 
not the same office, Rom. 12:4. God 
set them in the church as it pleased 
Him. 1 Cor. 12:18. We are to abide in 
our calling wherein we were called, 1 
Cor. 7:20. If your calling is into the 
evangelistic field and you are pastor- 
ing, you are out of the setting that 
God placed you in when He called you. 
You may be doing very well in pas- 
toral work, but you are out of your 
calling just the same. Your duty is to 
go into the needy fields among the 
lost and damned and tell them the 
story of Christ that they may be 
saved. You say, “Why not the other 
ministers go also?” Jesus told Peter 
regarding what John was to do, “What 
is that to you, if he tarry till I come? 
Feed my sheep.” God gave you the 
message to the lost and if you fail, 
that section of His work will be left 
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undone. Millions are starving for the 
bread of life, why not go unto them 
and break it for the dying, lost souls. 
We must prove ourselves as good min- 
isters of Jesus Christ. 


The pastor has his calling, too. 
Many a good pastor is crowded out 
from pastoral duties by some good, 
Holy-Ghost-filled, firebrand, soul- 
stirring evangelist giving up his call- 
ing to receive better pay, have a home 
for his family, and a nice car. That is 
all needful and should be considered, 
but the kingdom of God comes first— 
God first, the lost man second, and 
ourself last. A good minister has long 
since denied himself and taken up his 
cross, but so many have gone back to 
those things we denied. Good pastors 
have given up their pastorate to work 
at a good war-paying job. My fellow- 
ministers, you will be the loser. I know 
of ministers who gave up their 
churches for some of those jobs and 
with the good salaries they receive 
they are found broke and in dire need. 
God has promised to care for those 
who serve Him. 


God knows we need more good 
teachers. “Teach us thy way, that we 
may know thee, O Lord.’’ We are con- 
fronted now with problems that only 
good teachers will solve. When we ex- 
clude teaching from our churches, we 





soon leave perfection or the standard 
we have achieved toward perfection. 
Our teachers of today face a problem 
in teaching in the churches. They are 
not desired any more. We want a 
shouting and jumping’ preacher; yes, 
some have jumped until they are en- 
tirely out of harmony with the Church 
and Bible. No one believes in the old- 
time power more than I, but we must 
have those God-sent teachers in our 
rank of the ministry too. We should 
take time to heed the things which we 
hear lest we fall from our steadfast- 
ness. 
QUALIFICATION 


First, we must be sure we are called 
into the ministry. Second, be sure we 
know to what office we are called and 
anointed to perform. Third, we should 
consider our ability to fill the office 
properly. Paul admonished Timothy 
to be an able minister, and his advice 
to him was, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth,” 2 Tim. 2: 
15. You should not refrain from the 
truth but know how to present it with- 
out confusing the minds of your 
hearers. “My people are destroyed for 
the lack of knowledge,” Hos. 4:6. “I 
will give you pastors according to 
mine heart, which shall feed you with 
knowledge and understanding.” Jer. 
3:15. 


THE MESSAGE 


The minister’s message is worthy of 
consideration. Some time should be 
spent in study and prayer for spiri- 
tual guidance. The ministry of today 
is by far behind on the study of the 
Word. You can see the need of more 
prayer and study among the ministry. 
The hour and place you are to speak 
are to be considered also, that your 
message may be timely and interest- 
ing as well as spiritual and education- 
al. It is true that we are to preach the 
Word in and out of season, but never 
out of reasoning. An appropriate mes- 
sage of the need of the hour is much 
easier to deliver than one that should 
be preached to the dead. A sermon on 
tithing is surely in order, but it 
wouldn’t be very touching the first 
evening of your revival. Men are to 
seek the kingdom of God first and

Teasing Children 

Many times we have children who 
tease; we more often, however, have 
children who have been teased. Re- 
cently Cornell’s L. Pearl Gardner 
wrote in the Journal of Genetic Psy- 
chology in which she reported on 
“interviews with 300 fathers aged 
between 20 and 79, of whom 48 per 
cent admitted that they teased chil- 
dren under six. They cited 151 ways of 
teasing. 

“Thirty-one per cent of the teasing 
was by poking, punching, pulling 
curls, tweaking pigtails, tickling, rub- 
bing whiskers. 
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“Twenty-seven per cent (including 
snatching) involved papa’s joy in be- 
ing big. 

“Fifteen per cent consisted of pa- 
ternal lies (tall stories); another fif- 
teen per cent played on the child’s 
fear (of bears, burglars, being dropped, 
being deserted, etc.). 

“Thirteen per cent involved ridicule 
(reference to defects, plumpness, 
freckles, snub nose, etc.). 

“Researcher Gardner warned that 
such teasing not only makes children 
unhappy; it also lays a basis for ‘in- 
feriority, social timidity and temper 
tantrums.’ ” 

A mean and bad disposition comes 
from such teasings as have been treat- 
ed here. Parents know this and others 
should know it.

Jewish Part of Paris Dead City 

LONDON, (JTA)—The Jewish quar- 
ter of Paris now resembles a “dead 
city,” according to an eyewitness ac- 
count given the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency by a Frenchman who has just 
arrived here. The former residents 
have either fled to other parts of the 
city or to the rural districts to escape 
arrest, he said. 

Describing a visit he made to the 
section of the city extending from the 
Hotel de Ville to the Place de la Re- 
publique, whose narrow streets form- 
erly housed thousands of Jewish 
homes and shops, the JTA informant 
said that he met only occasionally 
passers-by and they were usually not 
Jewish. Most of the stores owned by 
Jews are shut, he disclosed, while 
those that remain open are operated 
by “Aryans.” Jewish-owned factories 
which manufactured peace-time 
needs are closed. 

The Jews remaining in the neigh- 
borhood stay off the streets as much 
as possible, he added, leaving their 
homes only to go to work. The streets 
are constantly patrolled by German 
police and French gendarmes. Many 
of the apartments in which Jews 
formerly dwelt have been taken over 
by German officers, he revealed, al- 
though a large number are being 
guarded by friendly concierges who 
are protecting the property for the 
Jewish owners who they hope will 


soon be enabled to return. 

The German occupational authori- 
ties are now rounding up large *num- 
bers of Jews throughout the country 
in a manner which is provoking indig- 
nation even among high officials of 
the Vichy government. Hundreds of 
Jews have “disappeared” without any- 
body knowing their whereabouts.— 
Calif. Jewish Voice.

The minister who erects 
or purchases buildings for the church 
to continue after he has passed on, 
will leave his tracks behind him and 
will also live longer in the lives of his 
people after he has gone elsewhere or 
to his reward. Buy a church building! 
Erect a church building. Gather 
money for the erection of a church 
building after the war! Do it now.

“David’s heart smote him,’ 1 Sam. 
24:5. 


OW do you do, Evangel readers? 
I would like to talk to you 
about the person with whom you 
must sleep every night of your life. 
Strange to say, this fellow seems to be 
well acquainted with you and all that 
you do or say. He even knows what 
you think and why you act like you 
do. He is so powerful he either excuses 
or accuses you for each deed. 

I know you are interested to know 
just who this gentleman is, so I am 
going to tell you his name without 
further delay. He is: MR. CON- 
SCIENCE. 

“Conscience is the inborn sense of 
right and wrong, the moral law writ- 
ten on our hearts which judges the 
moral character of our motives and 
actions, and approves or censures, 
condemns or justifies us accordingly.” 
Rom. 2:15. “This universal tribunal is 
established in the breast of every man, 
even the heathen. It may be weak- 
ened, perverted, stupefied, defiled, 
and hardened in various ways, and its 
decisions are more or less clear, just, 
and imperative according to the de- 
gree of moral culture.”—Schoff. 

It might well be called the “alarm 
clock of the soul.’ 

This is why “David’s heart smote 
him,” after he had cut off Saul’s skirt. 
If the reader will open his Bible to the 
24th chapter of the first book of 
Samuel and begin reading at the 
first verse, he will find that Saul, a 
man from whom God had departed 
because of his disobedience and who 
was very jealous of God’s man, had 
gone out to seek the life of David. 

David’s men reminded him that 
God had promised to deliver his ene- 
mies unto his hands and assured him 
that this was the opportune time. 
David ventured far enough to cut off 
his skirt. He could have taken Saul’s 
life and have been right in the judg- 
ment of men, but there was something 
inside of him that spoke out in a tone 
of thunder. It is about this powerful 
something that I wish to speak. 


1. A GOOD CONSCIENCE 
In Acts 23:1 we read, “And Paul, 
earnestly beholding the council, said, 
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Men and brethren, I have lived in all 
good conscience before God until this 
day.”’ 

The high priest, believing that he 
had made a false statement, for it is 
hard for men who do not have God in 
their hearts to understand how any 
man can have a good conscience, es- 
pecially after suffering wrongfully, 
commanded those who stood near to 
smite him in the mouth, but this man 
of God had a pure conscience. 


It may be possible that some will 
misunderstand, but there is one who 
bears witness. Romans 9:1, “I say the 
truth in Christ, I lie not, my con- 
science also bearing me witness in the 
Holy Ghost.” 


“Therefore let us sanctify the Lord 
God in our hearts: and be ready al- 
ways to give an answer to every man 
that asketh us a reason of the hope 
that is in us with meekness and fear: 
Having a good conscience: that, 
whereas. they speak evil of us, as of 
evildoers, they may be ashamed that 
falsely accuse our conversation in 
Christ.” 


2. AN EVIL CONSCIENCE 


As I write I realize there are many 
who do not have that “good con- 
science,” so I will endeavor to show 
what a guilty conscience will do for 
you. Think of poor Judas Iscariot! As 
far as the world was concerned he 
had done a noble deed. No doubt 
everyone praised him for his betrayal 
of the Master. But remember, he had 
had to sleep with a man (if he had 
any sleep) who knew the truth and 
who understood all about why Judas 
had committed this terrible crime. 
This man’s conscience accused him all 
night. Results: A miserable night, and, 
Matt. 27:1-5, “When the morning was 
come, all the chief priests and elders 
of the people took counsel against 
Jesus to put him to death: And when 
they had bound him they led him 
away, and delivered him to Pontius 
Pilate the governor. Then, Judas, 
which had betrayed him, when he saw 
that he was condemned, repented 
himself and brought again the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief priests 
and elders, saying, I have sinned in 
that I have betrayed innocent blood. 


And they said, What is that to us? 
see thou to that. And he cast down 
the pieces of silver in the temple, and 
departed and went and hanged him- 
self.’’ 

When the Jews were in captivity 
and Belshazzar had made a feast to 
thousands, while drinking from ves- 
sels they had taken from the house of 
God, something happened — God’s 
hand began to write out his doom. 
Belshazzar’s countenance fell. Some- 
thing inside spoke and he knew his 
time had come. Many years later the 
hand of our blessed Lord wrote on 
the ground, while some sinful men 
who had brought a poor condemned 
woman to Him, hoping to stone her, 
went out, single file, after He had 
asked the one without sin to cast the 
first stone. “A guilty conscience needs 
no accuser.” 

3. HOW FAR ONE SHOULD FOLLOW 
HIS CONSCIENCE 

1 Tim. 4:1-2, “Now the Spirit 
speaketh expressly, that in the latter 
times some shall depart from the 
faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils: Speaking lies 
in hypocrisy; having their conscience 
seared with a hot iron.” 

When a man with a live conscience 
first commits an offense, he feels 
something in his mind and heart cor- 
recting him. If he goes on and par- 
ticipates in this evil his conscience 
will accuse him and he will have a 
hard time sleeping with this bedfel- 
low. If he goes on in these practices 
his conscience becomes seared and, 
since the Bible speaks of a dead con- 
science, I suppose it is possible to kill 
this accusing party. 

We can whip the ox in one place 
until he can hardly feel our whip 
touch him there, as the hide is so 
tough. So is the conscience. We may 
follow him as long as he is wide 
awake, he will teach us right, but 
when he is seared or dead he may let 
us go wrong or sleep on in our sin. 

4. WHAT CAN BE DONE? 

Many precious souls wake up at 
some time in life to find that they 
have said “No” to God and right so 
many times that their conscience al- 
lows them to say “No” right on. They 
have a desire to turn their feet to the 
path of righteousness, but they have 
lost the way. What shall they do? 

Since they are afraid to follow con- 
science any longer, I would suggest 
that they take the Bible route. When 
Peter’s heart smote him, “He went out

Text, St. John 4:23, “. . . true wor- 
shippers shall worship the Father in 
spirit and in truth: for the Father 
seeketh such to worship him. God is a 
Spirit: and they that worship him 
must worship him in spirit and in 
truth.”

But we have all these 
things and the Father is still search- 
ing for spiritual worshippers, men and 
women who will be led by God’s 
Spirit and who will abide by His truth. 
The Spirit convicts, John 16:8. The 
Spirit saves, John 3:3 (born of the 
Spirit). The Spirit sanctifies, Rom. 15: 
16; 2 Thess. 2:11. He comes into our 
body, 1 Cor. 6:19 (filled or baptized). 
He teaches, John 14:26. He will guide 
you, John 16:13. He will comfort you,

Well, just remember, 
love is of the Spirit. Gal. 5:22, “But 
the fruit of the SPIRIT is love .. .” 
Romans 5:5, “. . . the love of God is 
shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost . . .” O God, give us your Spirit 
that we may have unity and love. 


PRAYER 


Yes, we need more prayers, but un- 
less we pray in the Spirit our prayers 
are fruitless. Rom. 8:26,27, “For we 
know not what we should pray for as 
we ought: but the SPIRIT maketh in- 
tercession for us .. . according to the 
will of God.” Jude 20, “Building up 
yourselves, .. . praying in the HOLY 
GHOST.” 1 Cor. 14,15, “I will pray 
with the SPIRIT, and I will pray with 
the understanding also.” Prayer is 
hard work and avails very little until 
we enter in the SPIRIT; then we seem 
to get our elbows on the Father’s 
knees, looking right into His face with 
tears flowing down our cheeks. Some 
of you know what I mean. O Lord, 
send thy Spirit so we can pray that 
effectual, fervent prayer that availeth 
much. 


POWER 

Yes, power is one of the crying needs 
of the day. Everywhere you go you 
hear people crying, “We need more 
power with God.” Well, try the Spirit 
once. We have tried nearly everything 
else and failed. Acts 1:8, “Ye SHALL 
RECEIVE POWER, AFTER THAT 
THE HOLY GHOST is come upon you.” 
Rom. 15:13, “Now the God of hope 
fill you with all joy and peace in 
believing, that you may ABOUND in 
hope, through the POWER of the 
HOLY GHOST.” 2 Tim. 1:7, “For God 
has not given us the spirit of fear, 


but of POWER, and of love, and of a 
sound mind.’ Here we see that the 
Spirit destroys fear and gives us 
power, love and a sound mind. While 
some testify to being low in the Spirit, 
Paul said God poured the Spirit upon 
him ABUNDANTLY and made him 
MORE than a CONQUEROR through 
Him who loved us; yes, more than a 
conqueror. When I think of this, I 
think of David, who, through the 
power of the Spirit, killed the giant 
with one stone and had enough left 
to kill four more devils. Lord, send 
the POWER, I mean the Spirit. “Not 
by power, nor by might, saith the 
Lord, but by my Spirit.” 


ABLE MINISTRY 

One may have every degree that 
can be conferred upon a man, with 
sideboards on his vocabulary, and be 
an orator like Tertullus, speaking flu- 
ently as a nightingale can sing, but 
without the Spirit of God he cannot 
answer the call. One may be able with 
good words and fair speeches to de- 
ceive the heart of the simple, but he 
will be found in the sight of God asa 
dumb dog that cannot bark. But one 
may stammer with a broken speech, 
may be an ignorant fisherman like 
Peter and John, having never learned 
letters, yet filled with the Spirit, he 
can rebuke devils, tread on scorpions, 
heal the sick and bring men and 
women into the kingdom of God. 


Luke 4:18, “The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, because he has anointed me 
to preach the gospel.” This was after 
Christ had gone through a period of 
consecration with fasting and prayer, 
and they marveled at the gracious 
words which proceeded out of His 
mouth. 1 Cor. 2:4,5, “My preaching 
was not with enticing words of men’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of the 
SPIRIT and of POWER. That your 
faith should not stand in the wisdom 
of men, but in the power of God.” 
Barnabus was a good man, full of the 
HOLY GHOST, and MUCH PEOPLE 
were ADDED unto the Lord. For a bet- 
ter ministry, see the second chapter 
of Joel and read carefully. 


VISION 

The world has fallen into a deep 
sleep and the spirit of lethargy is grip- 
ping the people of God, blinding their 
minds that they cannot see afar off. 
Yes, we need VISION, but, remember, 
Jesus said without the SPIRIT you 
cannot SEE, John 3:3. Our natural 
EYE and ear cannot see nor hear the

WHAT GOD HAS BEEN DOING

“God has blessed me in such a great 
way since I left B. T. S. last May 
a I thought I must write to all you 
“Sivangel readers. I was with Brother 
Yow and the good people of Chatta- 
nooga last summer in the big tent 
campaign which you have already 
read of through the Evangel. I never 
shall forget those wonderful days. 
People were daily calling for Brother 
Yow to go pray for the sick. When he 
or. not go, Brother Perkins and I 
ould go, or Brother Jones and others. 


In our visiting various homes we 
prayed for Sister McKinney. When we 
walked in her room I saw one of the 
sickest, frailest women I had ever 
seen. We did not ask any questions, 
but Brother Perkins read a few verses 
of Scripture and we anointed and 
prayed for her. God’s power came 
down and filled the room almost im- 
mediately after we entered, there- 
fore it was easy to pray for her. We 
left her in a few minutes shouting the 
victory. 

A week later Brother Perkins, 
Brother Nathan Robinson, and I went 
back to see her and she was up doing 
some of her work. Her husband, who 
received a great blessing the first day 
we were there, told us of her condi- 
tion. She had been in the hospital and 
bedfast for about eight months with 
a cancer. The cancer was so bad that 
they had two tubes in her side. A few 
days after we prayed for her the doc- 
tor, who had sent her home to die, 
X-rayed her again and could hardly 
find any cancer. In three weeks’ time 
she had regained her strength so that 
she was waiting on a sick neighbor, 
besides doing her own work. I am 
glad God still heals people today. 

I had intended to go to the Uni- 
versity of Chattanooga, Cadek Con- 
servatory, where I have studied for 
the last two summers, and continue 
my work on my degree, but for some 
reason God sent me to Kannapolis. 
The first week end I was here Rev. 
Tidwell preached, what the Kannap- 
olis people think, the greatest sermon 
of his life. One was sanctified and a 
number blessed. The following Sun- 
day, Rev. Childers preached a wonder- 
ful sermon. Two were saved and one 
received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. One week later we had one of 
the greatest services I have ever been 
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in. The power fell so in the song serv- 
ice that Brother Childers preached 
only a few minutes. Nine were saved 
and one sanctified, others left the 
church under conviction and were 
saved after they went home. The fol- 
lowing week, six were saved by the 
daily radio program and two were 
saved in homes we visited. 


Our Sunday morning services have 
been even greater than the Sunday 
night services. For about three con- 
secutive Sundays the Sunday School 
march broke out into an old-time 
shouting camp meeting spirit, as we 
marched back into the main audi- 
torium. As we entered into the eleven 
o’clock service Brother Childers took 
his text, then began to cry instead of 
preach. The entire congregation be- 
gan to cry. For about thirty minutes 
it seemed that heaven kissed earth. 
We had this same kind of service for 
three Sundays. The first Sunday I was 
here Brother Tidwell preached. The 
second, third and fourth Sundays we 
had these wonderful services. But you 
talk about preaching, the fifth Sun- 
day morning Brother Childers stepped 
into the pulpit a flame of fire, with 
the Sword in his hand. He turned to 
1 Cor. 12th chapter, and with two 
brethren doing the reading for him, 
he began to preach with as great 
an anointing as I have ever wit- 
nessed. The following Sunday morn- 
ing, after fasting and praying over 
another subject, Brother Childers tied 
on where he had left off the previous 
Sunday. The service closed with a 
healing service by Brother Childers. 
Many were gloriously healed. 

The Ladies’ Willing Workers’ Band 
decided to raise one thousand dollars 
for missions this year. Checking up on 
their three weeks’ drive last Sunday 
night, they found that they had 
raised their thousand for missions and 
had some two or three hundred for 
other projects. 


Last month the tithes barely missed 
the fifteen hundred mark. The Sun- 
day School is around five hundred. 
The highest has been five fifty-five. 
Thirty have been saved, a number 
sanctified, and eight have received 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. I 
found a wonderful group of talent 
here in the Tilley Trio, Price Trio, 
Melody Three, and others; also Bobby 
Bost and Miss Margaret Deal, soloists. 


The band is the best I have heard in 
the Church, under the direction of 
Brother Price. 

Sunday night, November 7, we had 
a special service in behalf of the 
“War Relief Fund.’’ Mr. Cannon, who 
is one of the richest men of the world, 
made a wonderful speech emphasizing 
the need of a more spiritual America. 
He made the statement that the com- 
bined forces of the Allies,could not 
win this conflict without the help of 
God. His wife gave the Church of God 
the greatest boost and praised the 
Church of God higher than any one I 
have ever heard. She said she was 
going to write her son Charles, who is 
in the Service, of the wonderful serv- 
ice. He was a great admirer and a 
frequent visitor of the Church of God. 
The Cannon High School Boys’ and 
Girls’ Glee Club rendered some beau- 
tiful numbers at this special service. 
Brother Childers raised five hundred 
dollars for the War Relief Fund at 
the close of the service. 


Brother Nathan Robinson, who is 
one of the outstanding bass singers 
of the South, moved to Kannapolis 
this week to work with us in our 
music and sing in our male quartet. 
We are expecting even greater things 
in the future.

I have never seen 
hearts hungrier for God and His 
blessings than those it was my privi- 
lege to preach to in St. Kitts. 

Pentecostal truth had been carried 
there about twenty-five years ago and 
several gatherings of believers had 
been organized, and two of them had 
been able to erect a place of worship. 
But for the last ten years no one has 
come to visit them. The brother who 
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was left in charge of the principal 
assembly in Basseterre, the capital, 
backslid and then he sold the church 
building, which was the sacrifices of 
about sixty people, and left the people 
to scatter. One dear sister has tried 
her best to keep the faithful ones to- 
gether and praying that God again 
would send them help, which He did 
by my going to them. 


We have rented a building in which 
to hold meetings for them, and or- 
ganized two assemblies, one at Bas- 
seterre where Sister Rose Halstead is 
left in charge.

ble person among their tribes. Egypt 
was glad when they departed: for 
the fear of them fell upon them. He 
spread a cloud for a covering; and fire 
to give light in the night. The people 
asked, and he brought quails, and 
satisfied them with the bread of heav- 
en. He opened the rock, and 
waters gushed out; they ran in the 
dry places like a river. For he re- 
membered his holy promise, and 
Abraham his servant. And he brought 
forth his people with joy, and his 
chosen with gladness,” Psa. 105:26, 27, 
37-43. Moses and Aaron were sent 
before them to lead them from 
Pharaoh’s cruel hand. He went be- 
fore Pharaoh with God’s demand to 
let the people go; he was God’s man 
preparing the way for the deliverance 
of the children of Israel from Egyp- 
tian bondage. “AND HE SENT A MAN 
BEFORE THEM.” 

Again in God’s Word we hear a man 
preaching—a peculiar fellow, clothed 
in camel’s hair, and with a girdle of 
a skin about his loins. The people 
flocked out to see and to hear this 
preacher. He told them that he was

Luke 15:17-19, When the prodigal 
son came to himself he confessed and 
said, “How many hired servants of 
my father’s have bread enough and 
to spare, and I perish with hunger! I 
will arise and go to my father, and 
will say unto him, Father, I have 
sinned against heaven, and before 
thee, And am no more worthy to be 
called thy son: make me as one of thy 
hired servants.” 

Not only did he confess, but h 
arose and went home. 

1 John 3:20,21, “For if our heart 
condemn us, God is greater than our 
heart, and knoweth all things. Be- 
loved, if our heart condemn us not, 
then have we confidence toward God.” 

Glory to God! Brother, we can have 
a conscience void of offence, pure and 
undefiled, and sleep like new-born 
babies. 

It would pay in the long run if we 
would jump right out of bed when the} 
alarm clock rings the first time.

then those things are added. The min- 
ister is referred to in the Bible as a 
FLAME OF FIRE. Heb. 1:7. He is not 
to speak with wisdom of words alto- 
gether, but in the demonstration of 
the Spirit and of power. 1 Cor. 2:4. 
You do not need to add the power by 
kicking your cup over, but get it from 
above and your cup will run over. Be 
sure your message is ordered of the 
Lord, filled with the Spirit and set on 
fire by the Holy Ghost. Pray until you 
feel the message in your soul, then 
others will feel it and you will know 
what they feel. When you get the vic- 
tory over your message you are then 
ready to loose it upon the hearts of 
others as a coal of fire. A message as 
cold as twelve tons of ice and as dead 
as fourteen graveyards and as dry as 
powder isn’t fit for church members 
to listen to; it will give them the dry- 
ups and it is very hard to cure once 
they get it. No church will rise above 
the spirituality of the life of the pas- 
tor. However, in some cases a few live- 
wire members with the victory can 
keep the church warm against the 
cold blows of the pastor. Some minis- 
ters preach too high for the members 
to reach. They cannot comprehend 
such preaching. Preaching on sub- 
jects you do not thoroughly under- 
stand will be a high one. Others preach 
too low and some too slow. 


THE PASTOR AND HIS FLOCK 

The pastor is to have the oversight 
of his flock. Having the oversight of 
the flock of God is a great honor 
vested in the human family. There is 
a difference in having the oversight 
and feeding the flock. Some have the 
oversight and the flock never know 
when to expect feed from the shep- 
herd. There is also a difference in 
feeding and receiving milk of the 
flock. ‘Who feedeth a flock and eat- 
eth not of the milk of the flock?” 1 
Cor. 9:7. Some seem to know only how 
to milk the flock and get the wool. If 
they were fed better, they would have 
more milk and wool. The Holy Ghost 
made us overseers to FEED the Church 
of God and, believe me, it needs feed- 
ing. We have given it plenty of milking 
and shearing, now let’s feed it that 
we may have healthy sheep. A pastor 
should never throw stones at his 
sheep. It is true that a goat gets in 
some time in sheep’s clothing, but 
every time you prepare a message to 
knock his horns off you kill a sheep. 
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Feed your sheep and let the old goat 
go, he will soon butt out and get the 
victory or die of spiritual indigestion 
as he can not eat sheep food nor can 
your flock eat goat food. So it would 
be better to let the goat die than to 
kill your entire flock. Throwing spit 
balls or chewing the rag at him keeps 
him fat. One minister said he was 
called to skin sheep and kill goats. 
Most anyone can kill sheep, a wolf 
can do that good, but it takes a good 
shepherd to keep them well fed and 
rescue the perishing lambs. There is 
a contrast in “HE THAT FEEDETH 
THE FLOCK and HE THAT KILL- 
ETH THE FLOCK.” Feed your people 
on your troubles, God knows we pas- 
tors have plenty of them, and they 
will feed you on the same. 

CONCLUSION: The great need of 
the Church of today is a world-wide 
revival, and that must begin in the 
pulpit. The cry is, “Our pastor is so 
dry and formal.’’ That means, “having 
the outward form without the inward 
reality.” Let me tell you something, 
ministers, we need a new touch of 
that Pentecostal fire in our messages. 
God help us dry and rusty preachers 
to get the vision of the need of the 
Church. Some say we are in a more 
modern age. That is true, but Jesus is 
the same, yesterday, today, and for 
ever. You as a minister know what 
the Bible says about men having a 
form of godliness and denying the 
POWER THEREOF: FROM SUCH 
TURN AWAY. That would include you 
and me. The Church will never have 
that old-time revival fire and convic- 
tion of the Holy Ghost upon the 
hearts of sinners until we turn loose 
and let God have His way with His 
Church. Upon this fundamental basis 
the Church of God made its greatest 
spiritual progress. We have the best 
ministers the world affords, full of 
love and hospitality. They have made 
great sacrifices for the gospel cause 
and will make even greater sacrifices 
for the Church of God. God help, 
especially me, to be a greater minister 
and have a fervent message for the 
Church and this lost and judgment- 
bound generation.

I am told that at our state convention 
six years ago Georgia had a little 
over $1,200 when they had the great 
hog-killing with which you are 
familiar.

and gone to building brick churches 
and veneering a lot of our old ones.
